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Within  the  past  several  weeks  a  number  of  letters  have  arrived  at  KPFA  which  have 
been  lavish  in  their  praise  of  the  station's  programming.  We,  of  course,  have  a  special 
tenderness  for  such  communications.  Yet,  the  praise  contained  in  these  letters  also 
serves  as  a  reminder  about  the  many  new  developments  in  programming  which  we 
would  like  to  put  into  effect.  Consider,  for  example,  but  one  program  category:  literature 
and  drama.  The  feeling  among  the  program  staff  is  that  we  have  barely  made  a  begin- 
ning in  this  area. 

In  many  respects  radio  has  never  come  of  age,  at  least  in  so  far  as  original  writing 
expressly  for  the  medium  is  concerned.  Several  decades  ago  there  was  a  rash  of  new 
radio  plays,  but  none  of  the  writing  was  original  in  the  important  sense  that  it  has 
retained  its  freshness  over  the  years.  Most  of  the  plays  now  seem  as  dated  as  the  knee- 
length  skirt,  and  not  half  as  interesting.  At  the  present  time  there  is  very  little  new 
writing  to  be  heard  over  American  radio  stations— regardless  of  the  occasional  idealistic 
experiments  on  the  part  of  the  networks.  There  are  some  excellent  adaptations  of  stage 
plays  and  novels,  and  there  is  great  proficiency  in  the  sound  effects  department;  but 
there  are  no  new  writers,  or  old  ones  for  that  matter,  writing  significant  work  for  radio. 

It's  not  surprising  that  the  interests  of  the  sponsor  and  the  innovator  in  literature 
seldom  coincide;  in  one  sense  it's  the  old  matter  of  commitment  to  quantity  rather  than 
quality.  But  it  is  in  this  context  that  a  radio  station  such  as  KPFA  assumes  particular 
relevance,  for  the  simple  reason  that  KPFA  is  in  a  position  to  take  a  chance  with  new 
and  relatively  unknown  work.  We  would,  in  fact,  like  to  take  more  chances,  but  one  of 
the  major  deferents  to  this  is  in  finding  new  material  for  broadcast. 

The  intention  at  KPFA  to  seek  out  new  work  (poetry,  plays  and  stories)  for  broad- 
cast has  not  altered  since  the  beginning  of  the  Project.  Hence,  when  the  broadcasts 
within  the  program  category  of  drama  and  literature  are  praised,  there  is  an  element 
of  frustration  because  we  know  there  is  much  more  that  can  be  done.  As  the  station's 
growth  and  its  number  of  subscribers  increases  the  plan  is  to  make  KPFA  an  even  more 
significant  outlet  for  new  work  in  literature  and  drama.  If  the  writers  won't  come  to 
KPFA  on  invitation,  well  go  afield  and  bring  them  in.

A  card  attached  to  the  inside  of  the  folder  will  indicate  that  this 
is  a  gift  subscription  from  you,  and  you  will  receive  an  acknowledgment  from  us.  If 
you  wish  to  see  the  cover  design,  it  will  be  on  display  at  the  studio  this  month. 
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SONG  ALIVE:  The  folklorist  and  collector,  Phillips  Barry,  when  asked  to  describe  folk  song 
called  it  "song  alive".  This  is  an  apt  description  of  the  folk  music  program  to  be  broadcast 
November  24  at  8:15  p.m.  Four  folk  singers— "singers  from  whom  the  collectors  get  the  songs 
they  put  in  books"— will  be  heard  in  a  program  organized  and  conducted  by  Sam  Eskin.

Folk"  on  November  29  at  8:15  and  November  30  at  8:20  p.m. 

GOETHE'S  FAUST:  It  is  said  that  any  literary  work— poetry  in  particular— loses  much  in 
the  translation.  One  of  the  functions  we  feel  radio  is  ideally  suited  to  perform  is  to  bring 
the  sound  of  the  original  language  into  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  work. 
With  this  Folio  we  begin  a  series  of  readings  from  Goethe's  "Faust"  in  the  original  and  in 
translation.  The  reader  is  Paul  C.  Tyndall.  Mr.  Tyndall  began  his  career  as  a  classical  actor 
nearly  a  half  century  ago.  He  has  played  the  leading  classic  roles  in  Berlin,  Vienna,  and  on 
four  starring  trips  in  South  America.  He  has  performed  Faust.  The  translation  Mr.  Tyndall 
uses  is  by  George  Madison  Priest,  poet  and  professor  of  German  Literature  at  Princeton  Uni- 
versity. After  its  publication  in  1941,  Thomas  Mann  declared  that  this  was  the  "unsurpassed 
translation  of  Faust".
